Discussion was held on the need for a new building and the funding. A letter of intent will be sent to Christensen Construction.
Seasonal Equipment Operators, Pat Boggess and Joel Fisher were approved to rehire with the same hourly pay as the full-time
operators. Motioned by Pluth and second by Schumacher. All ayes, motion carried.

Shannon Landauer with lowa Great Lakes Corridor, updated the importance of our local manufacturing and the expansion of five
Emmet County Companies and eight small businesses. It was noted the need for housing and the plus of the apartment complex with
the growing manufacturing.
